Despite losing five 
seniors to graduation, team 
injuries, and other problems, the 
Lady Oilers had a fairly good season 
ending with 10 wins and 22 losses. Over the 
course of the season the team had its share of ups 
and downs, one of which included senior captain Angela 
Smith suffering a serious ankle injury. As the season 
progressed, however, die team began to become a family. 
Senior captain Vanessa Franco stepped up and became 
a team leader. “One of die highlights of this season was 
seeing the team come together as a whole,” said Coach 
Nichols. One of the Lady Oilers’ favorite moments 
of the season was the Morgan Townsliip game 
when the lady Oilers were down 21 
10, but rallied back for an
